Can I get 
Medicare coverage from social 
security? 


A. No. Only those social 


security beneficiaries age 65 or 
older are eligible for Medicare. 


Q. My husband passed away 


ten days ago. We were both 
receiving social security benefits 
under his number. Is a burial 
payment going to be made, and 
who will receive it? 


A. Yes, a burial payment will 


be 
made, 
provided 
your 


husband's social security benefit 
was based on his being fully 
insured. The burial payment will 
go to you, if you and your 
husband were living together at 
the time of death. If you were 
separated due to marital dif- 
ficulties, the payment will go to 
the funeral home, or if the 
funeral home has been paid, to 
the person or persons who paid 
the funeral expenses. 


Q. My husband passed away 


several years ago. At the time of 
death, I received the burial 
payment. Since then, I have 
drawn a widow's check from 
social security. Will there be a 
burial payment made for me at 
my death? 


A. If you have not worked long 


enough under social security to 
be insured under your own 
number, there will be no burial 
payment made for you. There 
can be only one burial payment 
made on each social security 
number, and that is made on the 
death of the wage earner.

My first husband 
recently became disabled and is 
now drawing social security 
disability benefits. Are my two 
children eligible for social 
security benefits based on their 
father's work? 


A. Yes, they are eligible for the 


same amount of social security 
as any other children he may 
have. You will need to file an 
application with your social 
security representative and 
present their birth certificates.

diers were wounded and the 
enemy had left 33 bodies on the 
field, but the Cambodians' 5,-

shes appeared once again to 
have stalled.

charges were responsible for a 
chain of explosions that hit a 
big U.S. ammunition dump just 
south of the demilitarized zone. 


More than 600 tons of artil- 


lery shells were reported to 
have been destroyed by four 
blasts that rocked the ammo' 
dump at Quang Tri before 
dawn Tuesday. 


Officials revised their casu- 


alty figure from three to seven 
Americans wounded, with none 
killed, and said the explosions 
would not effect military oper- 
ations in the area. 


South Vietnamese spokesmen 


reported a renewed enemy as- 
sault against Fire Base Fuller, 
the mountaintop outpost four 
miles south of the DMZ and 20 
miles northwest of Quang Tri. 
Twelve South Vietnamese were 
wounded in a late afternoon 
shelling of the base, military 
sources said.

Nixon Has 
Different 
Outlook

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Twenty years ago, when the 
shoe was on the other foot, 
Richard M. Nixon accused the 
Truman administration of hold- 
ing back classified documents 
for political reasons. 


"The new test for classifying 


secret documents now seems to 
be not whether the publication 
of a document would affect the 
security of the nation," Nixon 
said at the time, "but whether 
it would affect the political se- 
curity of the administration." 


Nixon demanded that Tru- 


man release the complete re- 
port on which the New York 
Times had based a story about 
Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's al- 


leged misguessing in Korea. 


Currently the Nixon adminis- 


tration is struggling in court to 
keep the Times and other news- 
papers from printing informa- 
tion obtained from 
classified 


documents on the Vietnam war. 


A few days after Truman 


fired MacArthur as the allied 
commander 
in 
Korea, 
the 


Times published an article on 
April 21, 1951 based on secret 
records of talks between Mac- 
Arthur and Truman on Wake 
Island Oct. 15, 1950. 


Drawing from the classified 


papers, the Times said Mac- 
Arthur had predicted the Chi- 
nese would not intervene in the 
war and boasted they would be 
"slaughtered" if they did. 


The Times story also said 


MacArthur told Truman and 
others victory would be obtain- 
ed by Thanksgiving 1950 and 
the Eight Army would be back 
in Japan by Christmas. 


The next day Nixon respond- 


ed that "one of the most 
vicious smear campaigns in 
history" 
had 
been 
planned 


against MacArthur. 


Nixon, then a senator from 


California, 
said 
the 
leaked 


documents were "obviously se- 
lected to spotlight every action 
of the general which might re- 
flect on him unfavorably." 


"Certainly," Nixon said then 


in a statement released in 
Washington, "if classified docu- 
ments are now to be made pub- 
lic, the committees of Congress 
and 
the 
American 
people 


should be entitled to see not 
only those documents which 
might 
reflect 
against Mac- 


Arthur, but also those which 
might reflect in his favor." 


On May 3 the Truman admin- 


istration released the collection 
of documents, entitled "Sub- 
stance of Statements Made at 
Wake Island," to the Senate 
Armed Services and Foreign 
Affairs committees, which then 
made most of them public.

backed up the Times story, 
quoting MacArthur as saying at 
the conference there was "very 
little" chance of Chinese inter- 
vention.

posed to Market membership 
and members of both the Labor 
and Conservatives parties di- 
vided on the issue, Heath faces 
a stiff battle selling the terms 
in Parliament in the fall.

vented by Dr. John Fisher of 
Dallas is better known than 
the Lazard double. It is also 
designed to assist your part- 
ner make a b l i n d lead 
against no-trump. The bid 
received considerable pub- 
licity when James Jacoby, 
p l a y i n g with Dr. Fisher, 
used it to help their team 
win the 1965 Vanderbilt Cup. 


That time the double called 


for a diamond lead, since 
dummy had used Stayman 
on the way to t h r e e no- 
trump. Otherwise, the Fisher 
double calls for a club lead. 
With the Stayman sequence. 
Jacoby could have doubled 
two clubs if he wanted that 
suit led. 


The diamond lead set three 


no-trump. At the other table, 
Oswald Jacoby made four- 
odd against the lead of an- 
other suit. 


Today's hand shows the 


Fisher double at its best. 
South has a normal no-trump 
opening and North a perfect 
raise to three. East is look- 
ing at 12 high-card points 
and knows his partner may 
not hold e v e n a jack. It 
doesn't matter. He expects 
to beat three if a club is led 
and sees no chance if any 
other suit is opened. 


No guarantee goes with 


this double. Give South the 
jack of clubs instead of the 
jack of hearts and even the 
club lead won't beat three 
no-trump. T h e r e are very 
few sure-things in bridge, 
but this time the Fisher dou- 
ble costs South game and 
rubber.

to take such a position. To 
me it is a bit like f r e e 
speech. I am not nearly so 
concerned a b o u t whether 
people should or should not 
eat saturated or polyunsatu- 
rated fat in this instance as 
the suppression of informa- 
tion by the FDA. Whether I 
approve of what anyone says 
or not I defend the right to 
say it and whether a person 
should or should not eat sat- 
urated fat, I defend the right 
of the consumer 
to know 


WHAT he is eating. 


In my judgment the FDA 


ruling is a gross and pur- 
poseful infringement on in- 
dividual rights. If you agree, 
you could write your Con- 
gressman and insist the FDA 
ruling be changed.

It is acceptable practice 


for June brides (and even 
grooms, for. that matter) to 
float around in a blissful 
haze for some weeks, paying 
little attention to life's more 
mundane affairs. Still, June 
brides (and even grooms) do 
sometimes get sick, or break 
a leg. 


And one of life's mundane 


affairs that bride and groom 
should be reminded to take 
care of—blissful haze or no— 
is hospital and medical in- 
surance. 


The exchange of vows al- 


most certainly changes their 
insurance status, and fre- 
quently means loss of cover- 
age, if they don't attend to it 
promptly. 


Young newlyweds who've 


been covered under parents' 
family certificates, the Blue 
Cross Association points out, 
usually lose this coverage at 
the end of the month in 
which they rnarry. However, 
newlyweds normally have a 
30-day grace period during 
which they can enroll on 
their own, continuing their 
Blue Cross coverage without 
any lapse. 


Their options are a hus- 


band-wife membership (low- 
est cost), or a family policy. 
The family policy, more ex- 
pensive, provides maternity 
benefits. It should be pointed 
out that you can't wait until 
the bride starts shopping for 
maternity clothes, and then 
tell Blue Cross you want to 
change to a family policy. 
Too late. There's a nine- 
month wait before it will pay 
the OB bills. 


Age 19 is a checkpoint in 


health coverage. Most family 
policies no longer cover chil- 
dren in the family after they 
reach this age. Newlyweds 
over 19, who've had to take 
out their own individual poli- 
cies, are generally allowed 
90 days after the wedding, in- 
stead of 30, to convert to 
husband-wife or family cov- 
erage. 


If they've been in school. 


the newlyweds may nave 
been 
covered 
by 
special 


group plans, available at 
lower -1 h an - average rates 
through the university or oth- 
er school. These policies, too, 
must be converted to avoid 
a lapse in coverage—though 
if the couple are continuing 
in school, some Blue Cross 
school plans make student- 
family policies available, in 
addition to those covering in- 
dividuals
